Information of Value 


Farm Business Survey In Central 
Alberta Embraced 318 Farms 


Information of value to the continuing development of agri- 
culture on the prairies is contained in a survey of farm business 
‘in Central Alberta recently published by the Economics Division, 
Marketing Service, Dominion Department of Agriculture, in co-op- 
eration with the Department of Political Economy, University of 


Alberta. 


The survey, covering the fiscal year 
1943-44, embraced a total of 318 
farms in three districts in Central 
Alberta—Innisfail in the black soil 
zone, Drumheller and Gadsby in the 
dark brown soil zone. 


Begun in June, 1944, the survey 
Was part of larger enquiry into the 
economic and social problems asso- 
ciated with the utilization of the land 
in the Prairie Provinces which was 
initiated in 1935 with the passing of 
the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act. 

The western boundary of the re- 
gion defined as the drought area for 
the operation of the PFRA Act cuts 
through Central Alberta. To gain 
comparative pictures of conditions 
affecting farm income within and 
without the drought area, the dis- 
tricts chosen for the survey were lo- 
cated on that western boundary, two 
within and one outside. 

In the Innisfail district—the one 
outside — three-fifths of the farms 
were of the livestock type. In Drum- 
heller more than three-fifths of the 
farms were grain type farms. In 
Gadsby about three-fifths were mixed 
grain and livestock, and one-fifth 
were grain, one-fifth were livestock 
type. 

In size, the farms studied averag- 
ed 348 acres in Innisfail, with 64 per 
cent, improved; 685 acres in Drum- 
heller, 76 per cent, improved; 586 
acres in Gadsby, 56 per cent. improv- 
ed. The average value per improved 
acre was, respectively: $41, $36, $19. 

Average capital value of the 318 
farms worked out to more than $18,- 
000, made up of $11,000 in real es- 
tate, $3,000 in machinery and equip- 
ment, $2,300 in livestock, and the 
balance in seed, feed and other farm 
supplies. Grain farms carried the 
highest average investment, nearly 
$24,000. 

The livestock type of farming in 
the Innisfail district, mainly hogs and 
dairying, was considered as semi-in- 


tensive when compared with the 
more extensive type of enterprise in 
the Gadsby district where beef cat- 
tle raising was more common, Hogs 
were the main class of livestock on 
the Drumheller mixed type farms, 
and during the year of the survey 
were common to the grain farms as 
well. Wheat occupied the largest 
acreage on the grain farms, oats on 
the mixed and livestock farms. 

Averaged for all types studied, 
gross receipts from livestock and 
livestock products were about the 
same as from direct sales of grain. 
Labour earnings were nearly $1,100 
per farm. 

During the year of the survey, 
crop yields were only two-thirds of 
normal in the Innisfail district, ap- 
proximately normal in Drumheller 
and considerably above normal in the 
Gadsby district. 

As a result, the surplus earning 
above operating, capital maintenance 
and family cash living expenses av- 
eraged less for Innisfail farms than 
for farms in the other two districts. 
Only for the Innisfail livestock farms 
was the average surplus greater than 
that of the Gadsby farms, Drumhel- 
ler grain farms had the largest sur- 
plus, 

But the economists concluded that 
with the same farm organization as 
operated in 1943-44, based on long- 
time average yields, prices and costs, 
as large surplus earnings could be 
expected from a half-section farm in 
Innisfail as from a whole section 
farm in Gadsby. On average-sized 
farms, surplus earnings from Drum- 
heller farms could be expected to 
range the highest.

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HEALTH 


Much Progress 
Made In 
Cancer Control 


The past 10 years have witnessed 
at least two major advances in the 
more effective treatment of cancer, 
it is stated by Dr. O. H. Warwick, 
Executive Director of the Canadian 
Cancer Society, in an article—“Pro- 
gress in Cancer Control”—in Health, 
Canada’s National Health Magazine 
published by the Health League of 
Canada, 

“Improvements in the technique of 
anaesthesia and in our understanding 
of the pre-operative and post-opera- 
tive care of seriously ill cancer pa- 
tients have enabled surgeons to re- 
duce very materially the risk of ma- 
jor surgery,” Dr. Warwick states. 
“They have also enabled the surgeon 
to perform operations which were 
before considered not practical, The 
other advance has to do with the dis- 
covery of the fact that certain com- 
pounds, when given to cancer pa- 
tients, will inhibit and even cause 
regression of tumour growths for 
Periods of a few weeks to several 
years, 

“Until 10 years ago even the most 
optimistic of cancer research work- 
ers despaired of the possibility of 
ever finding such substances, At 
least six of these now have taken a 
place in the treatment of cancer pa- 
tients and while they cannot be said 
to cure cancer, they will, neverthe- 
less, give comfort and relief to cer- 
tain cancer patients for months and 
even years, It is the investigations 
of the method of action of these 
compounds which holds so much for 
the future, In at least six of our 
Canadian university laboratories such 
studies are being pursued.” 

Dr. Warwick comments that the 
one unfortunate thing about cancer 
today is that, although many forms 
of cancer can be cured, yet many 
patients with these forms of the dis- 
ease do not report unusual symptoms 
to their doctors soon enough. 

‘It is not uncommon to discover 
that patients have had symptoms for 
months or even years before doing 
something about it,” he writes, Forms 
of cancer which are most common, 
the skin, breast uterus, stomach, 
mouth and bowel are, with the ex- 
ception of the stomach, those forms 
of the disease which can be most 
effectively treated. Early symptoms 
of these common forms include a 
lump in the breast, unnatural bleed- 
ing from a body opening, any sore 
of the skin or mouth which does not 
heal, and a change in bowel habit, 
such as persistent constipation or 
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Dear Mrs. R, K.: 

You will want a colourful paper 
on your walls, of course, to combat 
the effects of your.cold, northern ex- 
posure. But do avoid large, over- 
powering patterns in deep colours 
against a pale background, as these 
would have the effect of pulling the 
slanting walls in on you. I would 
suggest wallpaper with a pale yel- 
low background and delicate leaf de- 
sign in green, Select a paper with 
an all-over design — avoid stripes 
(either vertical or horizontal), squares 
or plaids. Symmetrical patterns such 
as these, when carried horizontally 
across the ceiling, have a most dizzy- 
ing effect. Use the same paper for 
walls and ceiling. ‘The small patch 
of ceiling is one of the unattractive 
features of an attic room and should 
therefore be minimized, This can 
best be done by treating it as part 
of the walls. A contrasting paper 
on the ceiling simply serves to ac- 
centuate its small size.

When the user goes against direc- 
tions and tampers with a paint pro- 
duct, he destroys the protective qual- 
ities and the beauty of a paper-thin 
coat. 

Back in the days when paint was 
made from only lead, oil, and zinc, 
it was the custom for house paint to 
be thinned according to the exposure 
to be painted. On the shady sides 
of the house, the user reduced the 
paint with turpentine—on the sunny 
sides, he reduced it with linseed oil. 
This was supposed to equalize the 
wear on all four sides, and was fair- 
ly effective as the paint films were 
hard and brittle. But now, with 
especially designed oils and resins, 
and with titanium as the principle 
pigment, a uniform coat wears equal- 
ly well on all sides when the proper 
film thickness is applied. 

The consistency of a product in the 
can does not tell the story of that 
paint. It must be applied, and ap- 
plied properly, to prove its merits. 
So often, the user improperly doses 
the product with thinner, and when 
a faulty job results, the blame 
wrongly falls upon the paint. Paint 
misadventures such as cracking and 
wrinkling may be avoided by sanding 
down the surface before recoating 
and by exerting a little extra effort 
in brushing out the .paint to avoid 
thick films, 

Users also add thinners thinking 
that upon opening the can the pro- 
duct begins to lose its volatile ma- 
terials. Actually, this loss is too 
small to rate consideration. In a re- 
cent test, a 200-gallon tank of paint 
was allowed to stand open from five 
o'clock in the afternoon until eight 
o’clock the following morning. Dur- 
ing that time, no more than a pint 
of volatile materials escaped even 
though a 200-gallon tank has 2,829 
square inches open to the air. 

The manufacturer’s instructions on 
a paint can label are insurance that 
a surface will receive treatment 
which not only beautifies, but which 
protects against, such ever-present 
enemies as moisture, rust, and decay. 
These instructions should be follow- 
ed as faithfully as those on a medi- 
cine bottle label and thinning should 
jnot be done unless so indicated,

Social security payments by the 
Federal Government last year to- 
talled $730 millions, That's almost 
exactly one-third the entire ex- 
penditure by Ottawa and almost 
50 per cent more than the average 
pre-war budget (1934-38) 

Judged by any standards that is 
a most substantial sum of money, 
even for a country as rich and 
prosperous as Canada.
